The early paving of Gordon 
from Lee to Holderness, with 
vitrified brick, by Fulton county, 
replacing the wornout wood block 
Surface, offers a new paving idea in 
Atlanta. Not that the brick pave- 
ment is a new idea, for brick is 
one of the oldest pavements in the 
United States.

United States Attorney Tuttle said he 
would continue the film investigation, 
but would direct it toward discovering 
the persons who actually brought or 
instigated the bringing of the films 
into the state. , 

Judge Goddard's opinion was based 
on three questions which he was re- 
quested to answer by the _ federal 
grand jury which is attempting to pin 
the responsibility for the bringing of 
the films into this state, as federal | 
law forbids interstate transportation 
of fight films. 

Questions of Jury. 

First, the grand jury asked. is the 
exhibition of the fight films brought 
from another state illegal? The judge 
answered no. 

Second, the jury asked, is it an of- 
fense to receive a fight film from one 
who has transported it intg this state, 
if he is not an agent of an express 
company or common carrier? The re- 
ply again was no. 

Third, the jury asked, if a person 
receiving a film from some one he 
knows to have violated the law in 
bringing it into the state, although the 
receiver had no part in it, is guilty 
of aiding or abetting in the illegal 
transportation, or of being an acces- 
sory? Again the judge said no.

Not one of them even new 
how to apply the manual method, 
which, as these representative to2di- 
cal men, of course, didn’t know, is at 
least as effective as any machine vould 
be in any case . . . by no means an 
incredible episode, There are many 
physicians of high standing who do 


not know what the manual method of | 
resuscitation is, and many more who) 
still harbor a vague notion that arti-| 


ficial respiration involves pumping or 
otherwise manipulating the subject's 
arms. The explanation for this is that 
Schaefer devised the method only 20 
years ago, and a great many busy 
doctors become rusty and lazy and 
fail to keep in touch with contempor- 
ary scientific progress—mainly _ be- 
cause they do not read the standard 
medical journals. I do not wish to 
imply that this sort of rustiness 1s 
necessarily the doctor's own fault or 
shortcoming; too often it is because 
the man’s energies are really exhaust- 
ed, the public takes too much of his 
blood, and it becomes physically im- 
possible for him to devote sufficient 
time to study. Actually there are 
only two classes of physicians who

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' so much practice. 


can and do devote sufficient time to 
constant study, first, those with so 
little practice, and second, those with 
The large body of 
practitioners in between just can't af- 
ford the time for much study. 

One good medical man commenting 
on an instance in which a breathing 
machine, as usual, had failed to re- 
suscitate a victim, opined that the 
few minutes it had taken to get the 
machine to the scene or the victim to 
the machine would not make much dif- 
ference. Another, hearing critical 
comment on the mistake of a swim- 
ming instructor who attempted by a 
preliminary maneuver to get the water 
out of the victim's lungs before begin- 
ning resuscitation, thought that the 
fraction of a minute so employed 
would not lessen the victim's chance 
to revive, Both were good physicians 
in their ordinary practice, but neither 
know as much as every intelligent 
child should know about this modern 
first aid method. 

In a drowning fatality at a bathing 
resort, the victim was taken from the 
water after one or two minutes of 
submersion. A Boy Scout attempted 
to administer correct first aid, but an 
officious but incompetent adult brush- 
ed the boy aside and undertook an 
aimless cranking of the victim's arms. 
Not one person in the large crowd 
looking on had enough brains to put 
a stop to this sorry travesty. They 
were fairly well educated people, that 
crowd, but of no earthly use where 
life hangs on a question of intelligence. 
Their miserable conception of humane 
conduts in such an emergency was 
only to hurry the life-saving crew and 
the breathing machine to the spot. 
Of course, death did not wait for the 
dramatic arrival of these. 

If life is to be saved in such emer- 
gencies it must be saved in the first 
few seconds. Even the delay of a few 


seconds while first aid voluntc_r or)
